Mack and Emmett McCotter, both 
sought for the bank robbery, have 
been at liberty since last April, 
when they were released from the 
Missouri State Penitentiary after 
a hold order placed against them 
was canceled by State’s Attorney 
Louis P. Zerweck of St. Clair 
County. 

Zerweck explained that prosecu- 
tion had to be dropped because 
Richard Wright, considered a ma- 
terial State’s witness, had disap- 
peared; but the Post-Dispatch 
found the witness and Zerweck 
then reinstated prosecution. By 
that time, however, Mack and Mc- 
Cotter were not to be found. 

Gordon. was found unconscious on 
the floor of the vault at 9:30 o’clock 
by Henry Fischer, former assistant 
cashier, who went to the bank to 
visit Gordon and entered by using 
his key when he found the front 
entrance of the bank locked. 

Gordon had shot. himself twice, 
just above and just below the heart, 
with a revolver that was found at 
his side.

French in Night Attack Gain Posi- 
tions Near Saarlautern, 

BASEL, Switzerland, Sept. 18 
(AP).—French fortress troops were 
reported today to have gained and 
held positions less than three miles 
from the German border town of 
Saarlautern in a series of night op- 
erations. 

Reports reaching Switzerland 
said that while the Germans con- 
centrated on attacking French lines 
on a ridge 10 miles north of Saar- 
lautern, the French in the Bouzon- 
ville-Bedersdorf sector struck sud- 
denly at the hills before the town 
itself. 

The fighting centered around the 
junction of the Saarlautern-Bouzon- 
ville and Saarlautern-Boulay high- 
ways. Saarlautern is about 13 
miles northwest of Saarbruecken, 
chief industrial city of Germany’s 
rich Saar valley. 

In brief though bitter fighting, 
the French were said to have cap- 
tured the heights from which their 
machine guns commanded the 
town of Felsberg and its railroad 
station on a branch line from Saar- 
lautern. 

French light artillery in this sec- 
tor already held under its fire Saar- 
lautern, birthplace of the famed 
Napoleonic commander, Marshall 
Ney. 

On the northwest, along the Mo- 
‘selle River, the German attacks 
were reported to have subsided, 
leaving the French substantially in 
the same positions they héld before. 

Germans Regain Ground. 

East of Saarbruecken, however, 
\reports indicated the Germans had 
recaptured a number of positions 
which relieved French pressure on 
the Saar capital from that area. 

Fighting in the Zweibruecken- 
Pirmasens sector died down some- 
what during the night, while in the 
Vosges area action was limited to 
artillery duels, these reports said. 

The appearance of additional Ger- 
man troops on the Siegfried _ line 
was reported to be a stimulus to 
the German morale. The west wall 
troops now were declared to have 
obtained the equipment, if not the 
actual orders, for an offensive cam- 
paign. ‘The German high command 
was said to have sent much cap- 
tured .Polish material in addition 
to German first-line motorized 
equipment to the Siegfried line. 

The Rhine front has been so quiet 
since the war began that Basel 
shipping interests have started a 
move to resume Rhine River ship- 
ping for neutral states. 

Basel merchants, shippers and 
wholesalers alike were hit by the 
sudden halt in Rhine river traffic. 
The river carried 2,100,000 tons of 
trade through Basel the past eight 
months, but not a barge has moved 
on the river for more than two 
weeks. 

150 River Vessels Tied Up. 

More than 150 barges and river 
steamers flying flags of Switzer- 
land, Germany, France, Belgium, 
and The Netherlands are tied up 
at Basel docks. 

Basel shipowners prepared to 
shut down operations when France 
went to war against Germany be- 
cause the Rhine, from Basel to 
Lauterbourg, about 125 miles on 
the north, is lined by the Siegfried 
line on the German side and the 
Maginot line on the French.

Quotes Roosevelt. 

Johnson quoted President Roose- 
velt as having said in a speech 
Aug. 14, 1936, that in the event of 
war in another country there would 
be thousands of Americans who,

DETROIT, Sept. 17.—What, if 
anything, ails Bob Pastor? That’s 
the question fans and experts here 
were asking today. Official ob- 
servers from all sections of the 
country, arriving yesterday and this 
morning, were amazed to learn that 
Pastor not only would not work 
Sunday or today, but has not done 
any boxing at all since last Thurs- 
day. 

Such action is alm unprece- 
dented in ring annals. VB. usu- 
ally continue their ring workouts 
within two days of the fight date. 
They do not want to lose their fine 
edge. Also, there is the question of 
the ballyhoo. Failure to work be- 
fore the crowd results in almost 
negation in publicity. So, what’s 
the matter with Pastor? 

The situation may have had its 
origin in a report by Dr. Vincent 
Nardiello, official physican for the 
Michigan State Athletic Commis- 
sion, who recently reported, after 
an examination here, that Pastor’s 
blood pressure was up more than 20 
points. 

Dr. Nardiello, however, when 
asked by this writer about Pastor’s 


condition, declared that the high), 


blood pressure was merely momen- 
tary and had passed away since. 
He said “Pastor is in superb condi- 
tion and I consider him the best 
physically equipped man Louis has 
ever faced.” 

It’s Just a Real Rest. 

So that’s that. As far as the 
physical side of the situation. 
Jimmy Johnston, manager of Pas- 
tor, when asked about his protege’s 
failure to box, said it had nothing 
to do with his physical fitness. 
Then he qualified it this way: 

“We just decided that Bob had 
had too much work and that we 
would give him a real rest before 
the fight. Staleness is something 
you have to consider possible. And 
don’t forget Bob has been in train- 
ing for many weeks.” 

Trainer Fred Brown was also 
asked about his charge. “Don’t 
worry about Bob. He is in fine 
shape,” Brown said. “I aught to 
know for I’ve been with him a long 
time—four years. For an important 
fight I never let him get out of my 
sight. I say he’s fit, and you can 
depend on that.” 

And then we talked to Pastor 
himself. “I’ve worked hard for 
weeks,” Pastor said, answering a 
question. “I trained at Saratoga 
first and then here. I’ve boxed 150 
rounds or more. Every day I run 
five miles on the road, and that I’m 
still doing. I quit boxing because 
I felt I no longer needed it.” 

And still it’s unusual, unprece- 
dented, and that is what has all 
observers puzzled. 

Bob Really Looks Fit. 

However, if appearances mean 
anything, Pastor is sound as a dol- 
lar and carefree as a kid. At his 
camp yesterday he talked freely 
with the few visitors, submitted to 
a photographer or two, read_ the 
papers, played table tennis with his 
trainer and took matters very 
calmly. 

A very personable, affable and 
intelligent young man of 25 is this 
candidate for Joe Louis’ champion- 
ship title. You don’t have to put 
suggestions into his mind to obtain

|Poland Awaits Vivisection but Admirers of 
Heroism Await Another Resurrection — 
Story, of Three Partitions. 


By T. R. YBARRA 


HAT hapless child of glory and 
T tragedy, unless all probabilities 
are confounded and nothing ‘is 
what it seems, again lies on the op- 
erating table. Again she awaits 
vivisection by two of her three 
neighbors, who, in the past, have 
cruelly carved up her body—while 
the third, the defunct Austro-Hun- 
garian empire, is undoubtedly grin- 
ning sardonically from the grave. 

Poland’s most recent span of free- 
dom lasted only 20 years. But how 
the Poles enjoyed it! How they 
savored every minute of it! I saw 
Czecho-Slovakia, fellow martyr of 
Poland in the nineteenth century, 
in the first days of her new-found 
independence just after the World 
War, when the proud banners of 
her reclaimed nationhood floated 
again over Prague and the tears 
of thanksgiving stood in her peo- 
ple’s eyes; yet I must admit that 
the Poles gave to their enjoyment 
of liberation from alien rule an 
added something that was beyond 
Czech powers of expression. 

Polish National Pride. 

The Czech is stolid and matter- 
of-fact. Though his feelings as 
he first tasted his country’s intoxi- 
cating return to independence un- 
doubtedly shook him to the very 
core of his being, they did not do 
to him what Polish feelings did to 
the Poles during those same days. 

In Warsaw, while the thrill of 
freedom was still fresh, I saw in 
Polish eyes a flashing of. national 
pride, a welling-up of. national ela- 


tion, a something born of what the‘ 


French, who possess it to’ a super- 
lative degree, call “elan” and we 
lamely translate “dash,” which isa 
quality that exists in all the people 
of: Poland and-springs to life with- 
in them -whenever they are. pro- 
foundly moved. 

Poland was first partitioned .in 
1772.. After . cynical get-together 
parties staged by Russian. and 
Prussian intriguers, to which Aus- 
tria. was later admitted, those 
greedy Powers brazenly proceeded 
to help themselves to Polish. terri- 
tory. Austria appropriated part of 
Galicia (final refuge of the present 
Polish Government ‘after its flight 
from Warsaw). Russia gobbled up 
portions of Eastern Poland. And 
Prussia took considerable slices. of 
land in the west of Poland, ‘includ-} 
ing coastal strips on* the « Baltic 
(without Danzig, however) and the 
celebrated stronghold of Marien- 
burg. 

This first’ dismemberment cost 


‘fate has again snatched their be- 


the Poles about one-fifth of: their 
territory and one-fourth of {heir 
errr 8° population. 


Second and Third Partitions. 


It merely whetted the appetites 
of the various monarchies that en- 
circled Poland. In 1793 they went 
after her again. The Russians, by 
adding to their previous grab, the 
entire stretch of the Polish eastern 
provinces, from the Baltic to what 
is now Rumania, emerged as the 
principal beneficiaries from the 
second partition. Prussia annexed 
long-coveted Danzig and the dis- 
trict of Kulm (Chelm) in what has 
since become known as the Polish 
Corridor. That left the Poles only 
one-third of their former territory 
and reduced their numbers to a 
mere 3,500,000. 


The third partition, in 1795-96, 
wiped Poland off the map. 


It came after heroic attempts by 
Thaddeus Kosciusko, who _ had 
campaigned under George ash- 
ington against the British in North 
America, to win back his country’s 
lost lands. But masses of Rus- 
sian soldiers, supported by Prussia 
and Austria, proved too much for 
the brave Polish national hero. 
Having routed and captured him, 
Poland’s three-headed Nemesis ad- 
ministered to her what it thought 
would. be the death-blow. 


Russia now got most of the swag. 
And, shortly afterwards she bagged 
still further spoils, including War- 
saw, at the expense of her two fel- 
low-vultures. Austria seized addi- 
tional Galician districts, while Prus- 
sia at last annexed long-coveted 
Danzig, together with more terri- 
tory-in Western. Poland. 


Resurrection’ of Poland. 


After the Poles had won back 
their independence as. a-_result of 
the World War they not only re- 
covered all they had lost but re- 
ceived additional territory as well. 

Afd now, unless all signs fail,

ON TWO FRONTS 


Invaders Attacking Heavily 
Southwest of Nanchang 
and~in Yangtze Valley 
West of Yochow. 


HONGKONG, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Reports from Chinese army head- 
quarters in Kiangsi Province re 
ported resistance today.to power- 
tacks 25 miles southwest of Nan- 
chang. 

The reports did not. indicate 
whether the end of a six-month lull 
on this front was regarded as the 
forerunner of a renewed major Jap- 
anese offensive. 

The Chinese, however,.said that 
they had prepared. formidable de- 
fenses and that, simultaneous with 
the Nanchang action, the Japanese 
had resumed attacks in the Yang- 
tze River valley. west of Yochow. 
This, they said, may mean a two- 
way Japanese drive toward Chang- 
sha. 

Chinese have reported the with- 
drawal of Japanese forces from the 
mid-Yangtze sector in the last two 
weeks, but they said powerful, 
mechanized: Japanese, units were 
understood to have remained. as a 
possible spearhead for later oper- 
ations. These were the forces which 
six months ago broke Chinese lines 
defending Nanchang. 

Belated - reports of an abévaie 
made Sept. 9 -by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek before the Chinese 
People’s- Council at Chingking, Chi- 
na’s temporary capital, said’ he enu- 
merated.three immediate. tasks for 
the nation: To hasten reconstruc- 
tion, to increase Chinese military 
strength, and to promote. China's 
international position by watching 
world developments. 

The report said Chiang also had 
declared that the outbreak of Euro- 
pean war had deepened China’s 
spirit of resistance to Japanese in- 
vasion. He reported, it said, that 
China’s only loss in the last six 
months was Nanchang, that its mil- 
itary strength had doubled since 
the start of hostilities in July, 1937, 
and that it still had ample reserves.

A War of Propaganda. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ORE than in any previous war, prop- 
aganda seems destined to become 


an important weapon of attack in Eu- | 


rope’s new conflict. Britain's first stroke, 
on the first night of the war, was to sen 

airplanes to drop 6,000,000 propaganda 
leaflets, 13 tons of them, on German ter- 
ritory, in the hope of fomenting domestic 
distrust of the Hitler regime. British 
and French radio stations are filling the 
air with appeals to the German people. 

Aircraft and radio are made to order 
for propaganda warfare, as was shown in 
the Spanish civil war, where so many 
other weapons of this conflict were test- 
ed. Orators of the opposing sides blared 
at each other across No Man’s Land by 
means of loud speakers. Leaders of both 
sides broadcast appeals and promises to 
citizens behind the lines. Literature was 
showered down from planes, on several 
occasions loaves of bread were dropped 
on hungry Spanish cities as an induce- 
ment to surrender. 

This effort to rouse the German peo- 
ple against their Government is based on 
the knowledge that underground oppo- 
sition exists in the Reich, and the hope 
that the regime's methods of repression 
will breed a reaction. Against this, how- 
ever, must be placed the fact that the 
majority of Germans are behind Hitler, 
and the tendency in all times of foreign 
war is to end domestic unrest. The Nazis’ 
absolute control and the increasingly 
harsh penalties for sedition, even for lis- 
tening to broadcasts from abroad, also 
are obstacles to the effort. The seeds 
of doubt may be sown by the propaganda 
barrage, but they can scarcely be expect- 


ed to produce any tangible results until |

| The Poligh. warJasted 17 days, On the seventéenth 
day, as Poland lay prostrate before the German firing 
squad, Russia put a pistol to her head and pulled 
the trigger. Russia applied the coup de grace. 

Why did Russia enter Poland at the decisive hour? 
Was it because Stalin had suddenly become appre- 
hensive as the German army moved lightning-like 
toward the Soviet border? Was he fearful that Hitler, 
with whom he had made a pact of friendship less than 
‘one month ago, would threaten Russian interests? 

The evidence points the other way. 
a prearranged plan between Stalin and Hitler for the 
fourth partition of Poland. It is understood in Ber- | 
lin that the Russian invasion was agreed upon at the 
time of the Soviet military mission's recent visit tq 
Berlin. If this were not .true, if the Russian inter- 
‘vention had been unexpected, certainly the controlled 
German press would not have hailed the invasion 
from the east with such unrestrained enthusiasm. 

Premier Molotov’s speech is one of history's most 
nauseous documents. Nonchalantly it tears up the

Molotov talks of the Soviet Government's “sacred 
| duty” to assist “its brother Ukrainians and brother

breaker. Yet now Moscow launches an expedition of 


than anything Hitler ever conceived. 

Of course, Russia has her self-interest to consider, 
but she chose to protect i¢ by a course of dishonor, 
\ dishonor not only to her sworn word to Poland, but 
dishonor to her oft-reiterated opposition to Fascism 
and war. It is idle to suppose that, if Russia wanted 
to be neutral, Hitler would have added to the com- 
plications of his situation by inviting Russian hos- 
tility. 

The collapse of Poland and Russia’s newly assumed 
role, it goes without saying, are of the gravest con- 
cern to France and England. It was supposed Russia 
would be neutral. It was supposed Polish resistance 
would keep a considerable part of the German army 
engaged. for many weeks, if not months. 

Now Hitler is free to concentrate his energies to 
the Western front. Will he offer an armistice, as 
has been widely reported, an armistice that could be 
} accepted by France and England only in abject sur- 
render to Hitler’s superior diplomatic and possibly 
| military position? That would mean acceptance of 
Hitler’s terms. It would mean that, having aban- 
doned the final arbitrament of war, France and En- 
gland would be at Germany’s mercy, now ard hence- 
forth, 

Or will Hitler unleash on the Western front the 
Rlitzkrieg that disposed of Poland in 17 days? Will 
he bomb London and Paris? Will he send his armies 
marching through Belgium or Switzerland, or both? 
It is certainly not typical of his methods that he 
‘should be content with a long, exhausting duel be- 
| tween the Siegfried and Maginot lines, during which 
the Allies’ most potent weapon—the blockade—would 
have an opportunity to function. 

Turning to the Orient, will the new negotiations be- 
tween Russia and Japan mean that the latter is now 
given a blank check in China? Will Japan grasp 
the opportunity to take ovef British possessions in 
China? Will Japan threaten French Indo-China, the 
Dutch East Indies? What of India and Australia? 

These and a thousand other disturbing questions 
arise as the apparent alignment of Russia with the 
dictatorships of Germany, Italy and Japan shows to- 
talitarianism presenting a solid front in opposition 
to the only remaining European Powers which stand 
for capitalistic democracy and individualism. 

The gloomy German philosopher, Spengler, pre- 
dicted the decline of Western civilization and the ad- 
vent of the Age of Caesars. Evidently, the test of 
his prophecy is at hand.

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TORPEDOING OF THE COURAGEOUS. 

In announcing that a German submarine had tor- 
pedoed and sunk the aircraft carrier Courageous, 
Great Britain gave few details. It was said, though, 
that the Courageous had been performing excellent 
service in protecting merchant ships from submarine 
attacks. And from the day that the first aircraft 
carrier was designed, it has been maintained that an 
aircraft carrier is an exceedingly delicate craft, sec- 
ond only to the submarine in vulnerability. In prac- 
tically all the war games of the various navies, the air- 
craft carrier has been kept well out of the scene of 
action. Occasionally, one or two would be judged 
“torpedoed” by the umpires. Now, one has actually 
been sent to the bottom by a U-boat. 

It has not been revealed whether the Courageous 
was on convoy duty when she was sunk. If she was, 
it raises the question as to why such a vulnerable 
ship was assigned to duty which could better be 
performed by smaller craft. The loss of one aircraft 
carrier is decidedly more serious than the loss of a 
dozen ordinary cargo carriers. Further details, ‘if 
released* by the censor, will be awaited with interest 
by civilians as well as navy men, who wonder what 
new tactics were being followed. 

Launched in 1917 as a.22,500-ton cruiser, the Cou- 
rageous was converted into a carrier. She carried 
1200 men and 48 planes, and was regarded in recent 
,» years as almost obsolete. Later British carriers were 
equipped for as many as 75 planes. 

The loss of the Courageous, one of seven carriers, 
is no major loss to the British navy, but it illus- 
trates the vulnerability of such craft. The United 
States navy, which has six aircraft carriers, some 
carrying as many as 100 planes, can give serious 
thought to the problem of the aircraft carrier, and 
particularly to that school which contends aircraft 
carriers should be built smaller, so that there “won’t 
be too many eggs in‘a basket.” ; 
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USEFUL FACT ABOUT THE STARFISH, 

Scientists are not necessarily engaged in boondog- 
gling when they busy themselves in digging up ob- 
scure facts about little-known forms of animal life. 
There was that revelation of a few days ago, for 
instance, that starfish don’t travel very fast or very 
far, Canadian fishery experts at Prince Edward 
Island spent a lot, of time capturing 6000 echinoderms, 
coloring them with dye and setting them free, then, 
after a few days, dredging the sea bottom to deter- 
mine how many had wandered away. Most of them, 
it was discovered, had stayed around,

OW we know what it takes to inspire 
N business confidence and bring risk cap- 
ital out of the funk-holes into which it 
has allegedly been driven by the New Deal. 
War in Europe has cured the speculators 
of their sulks and started them in full cry 
after profits. . 

Their thought is that, even if the present 
neutrality law’s ban on arms shipments. is 
mdintained; foreign countries will still be 
in the market for vast quantities of metals, 
steel, machinery, oil, foodstuffs and other 
commodities, and in their desperate need 
will gladly pay through the fese. And of 
course domestic consumers, remembering 
the last war and fearing shortages, can also 
be induced to pay higher prices. 

On Sunday, Sept. 3, the President in his 
solemn radio address to the nation said: “I 
cannot prophesy the. immediate economic 
effect of this new war on our nation, but I 
do say that no American has the moral 
right to profiteer at the expense either of 
his fellow-citizens or af the men, women and 
children who are living and dying in the 
midst of the ‘war in Europe.” Next morn- 
ing, Wall Street, disregarding sentimental 
nonsense of this sort, went. wild. Stocks 
with any conceivable war equity bounded 
up points at a time, and nearly all commod- 
ity quotations advanced the limit, with hosts 
eager to buy and few willing to sell. 

This boom may seem strange, in view of 
the fact that every war scare in the past 
two years has caused weakness on the stock 
exchange. But that weakness has been 
largely due to selling by investors who re- 
membered what happened at the beginning 
of the last war, or felt that uncertainty 
was the worst thing for business. All 
through the summer, liquidation due to these 


causes has been going on. 
. 


. . ‘ 


During the Labor day weekend, amateur 
and professional operators everywhere be- 
gan to see visions, and orders poured into 
the brokerage offices. The boom was on, 
with the action of commodities inflaming 
the stock market and vice versa. After the 
first hectic day, trading quieted somewhat 
and profit-taking checked the upward rush 
of prices, but it is likely that we have as 
yet seen merely the beginning of a new war 
bull market. 

How far is this sudden blowing up of val- 
ues justified, and what will be its conse- 
quences? So far, speculative arguments are 
being based rather on what happened 25 
years ago than on the facts of today. It is 
just as well to remember that Britain and 
France, which are sup to furnish the 
orders on which the war m will be based, 
are much better prepared than in 1914. Both 
have large stocks of many essential materi- 
als and need not be cornered into paying 
hold-up prices, Moreover, in their economic 
organization for war, they are starting where 
they left off in 1918. 

Rationing is being introduced from the 
start. Domestic stocks and prices are being 
rigidly controlled, and there will be no com- 
petitive bidding by importers for supplies 
as there was at the beginning of the last war. 
Moreover, while in 1914 world stocks of 
many basic commodities were rather below 
normal, today the long depression and the 
drive toward autarchy in many countries 
has led to the piling up of surpluses, 

Take wheat, for example. Only a few

Beware the Boom 


Hope of war orders has already caused market spurt ‘and inspired 
business confidence, writer says; sees temporary stimulus likely for 
entire trade structure; warns, however,: that short-term benefits 
will create new problems and add to nation’s economic unbalance.

centuries. The advent of war caused: sellers 
to withdraw and sent prices shooting up- 
ward. But there is no reason to suppose 
that the war will result in an abnormal con- 
sumption of wheat in those countries in a 
positoin to buy in overseas markets, or that 
existing stocks will rapidly melt away. The 
same is true of sugar, of which Britain now 
grows from a quarter to a third of its re- 
quirements, whereas during the last war it 
was wholly dependent on imports. 

In the case of other commodities, too, 
America no longer occupies the predomi- 
nant position it did 25 years ago. Since the 
last war, immense resources of copper have 
been developed in Rhodesia and Canada, and 
the former, at any rate, are capable of very 
rapid expansion, since output has ,.been de- 
liberately restricted in recent years. 

In regard to oil, the situation is more fa- 
vorable from the American point of view, 
for this country is still by far the greatest 
producer in the world; and the military need 
for oil has increased immensely. However, 
stocks are large and productive capacity Is 
enormous, and the restrictions on private 
motoring, which have already been enacted 
not only in the belligerent countries but in 
most neutral European states, will partly 
offset the war demand. 

* * & 

Under these circumstances, any runaway 
market in basic commodities seems entirely 
unjustified. It will seriously disturb our 
own economy, add to the cost of living and 
put a brake on the normal recovery which 
was developing before the war broke out. 
It is to be hoped that the Government will 
not hesitate to use the many controls at its 
disposal to prevent all speculative excesses. 
It should be prepared to release stocka of 
commodities which it holds if an attempt 
is made to create artificial scarcities. 

The arguments used here are not meant 
to imply that the war will not act as a tem- 
porary stimulant to our economy. Almost 
certainly it will bring increased orders to 
many industries, the effects of which will be 
magnified by new capital investment under- 
taken as 4 result of, or inexpectation of, such 
orders. Business confidence will probably 
revive in many fields not directly connected 
with war goods, for that tender plant feeds 
on the hope of rising prices and flourishes 
in the hot sun of speculation. 

But we have an immense amount of slack 
to take up, and our economic troubles are 
not going to be cured overnight. And how- 
ever much temporary economic benefit we 
may gain from Europe’s tragedy, it must 
almost inevitably be at the expense of in- 
creasing the unbalance of our economy and 
adding new problems to those which a war 
boom may shelve but cannot solve,

America’s Position

DAY the position of the United States 
is far clearer than in the orld War. 
Greater interest and improv eans of 
communication have combined to give Amer- 
ica possibly better information on the world 
situation than any nation in Europe or Asia. 
The gradual development of crisis after 
crisis has focused attention on the questions 
at issue. Repugnance to tyranny and op 
pression, desire to see democracy strength 
ened in the world, early placed American 
sympathies on one side. The new alignment! 
of Communism and National Socialism has 
crystallized them. 

Above all, by the attack on Poland, the 
German Government has placed itself in op- 
position to American thought. Americans 
have followed closely the developments of 
recent months. . They were as outraged as 
the people of England and France when 
Bohemia and Moravia were seized. They 
have seen through the technique of cooking 
up crises and attempting to terrorize civil 
an populations. 

They have read the record, and know that 
Poland never saw the proposals which she is 
supposed to have rejected. They have 
thrilled to the calm courage with which 
peoples who have tried to make peace have 
answered the latest challenge. 

There can be no question, then, where the 
sympathies of America rest. They are more 
clearly marked than in early 1917, just be 
fore the United States entered the World 
War. But there is also in America a resolve 
not to enter this war. President Roosevelt 
voiced the major sentiment of the country 
in his speech when he said the Government 
would bend every effort to keep out of war 
and foster “true neutrality.” 

But on the books stands an arms embarg® 
which in effect favors Germany. The Presi- 
dent,. who recognized that this time n° 
American can be asked to keep his mind 
closed to the facts or his conscience closed@ 
to feeling, knows that on the question 
repealing the embargo he will face the 
opposition of some who believe it is & 
guard against entanglements. But the = " 
pact of events is sure to weaken such opp 
sition, 

In any case, a cash-and-carry plan which 
would give expression in effect to America® 
basic interests and ideals, would furnish sls0 
more protection against involvement in wa? 
through trade. We trust that the Pres 
dent will seek first of all to set an example 
of non-partisanship that will unite the 
country and will then proceed to repair the 
present “neutrality” policy.

On Sept. 21, 1938, almost exactly 
a year ago, Maxim Litvinov, then 
Russian Foreign Commissar, in a 
scathing speech at Geneva, accused 
France and Britain of capitulating 
to Hitler’s demands on Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, and asserted that they had 
ignored Russia’s offer of military 
assistance to protect the little rc- 
public. : 

A newspaper, recalling this strik- 
ing speech, asks how it fits in with 
Moscow’s own invasion of Poland. 
That opens up a very wide field, 
involving the gradual weakening of 
relations between Russia and the 
British-French pair, to the present 
position. However, the answer 
should be confined to the specific 
case in hand.

Entrance of Soviet forces into Po- 
land created little surprise in Fin- 
land, the action being regarded as 
certain after the Moscow Commu 
nist party newspaper Pravda’'s re- 

cent charges of Polish oppression 
of Ukrainian and White Russian 
minorities. 

The Norwegian Foreign Office 
likewise reported it had received 
assurances from Molotov that the 
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Soviets would observe a policy of 
strict neutrality toward Norway. 

In Riga, Latvian officials said 
they had received similar assur- 
ances from the Soviets. The Gov- 
ernment, which previously had 
called up reserves, was reported to 
have taken no new protective meas- 
ures. 

Little information concerning de- 
velopments at the conference here 
Was expected before tomorrow 
night, when the talks are scheduled 
to conclude. Foreign Ministers of 
all four countries were to partici- 
pate. 

No agenda was issued, but it was 
understood the talks would touch 
on all phases of neutrality and 
trade relations. 

One of the problems which ob- 
servers expected would be discussed 
was the virtual paralysis of the 
fishing industry in the Baltic as a 
result of mined waters. 

In some quarters it was argued 
that Soviet operations in Poland 
might have their bright side as far 
as the northern neutrals are con- 
cerned. These persons pointed out 
that new territories acquired by 
the Soviets would make better out- 
lets in the Baltic increasingly de- 
sirable. 

No definite information was im- 
mediately available from Lithuania 
and Estonia regarding the situa- 
tion there.

Lesser crimes—forgeries, em- 
bezzlements, frauds and house bur- 
glaries—increased sharply in June, 
July and August, as compared with 
the corresponding months last year, 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, reported today: On the 
other hand, major crimes—grand 
larceny, holdups and business bur- 
glaries—decreased., 

In the three-month period this 
year, police cleared up 83 per cent 
of crimes reported, as compared 
with 76 per cent in the similar 
period last year. This year and 
last there were 16 murders in the 
months under study, all of which 
were solved, 

Merchants were the chief vic- 
tims of forgeries, which increased 
96 per cent over the figure for 
the three-month period last year. 


Frauds, such as confidence games 
and larcenies by trick, rose 88 per 
cent. Embezzlements increased 60 
per cent and house burglaries 30 
per cent. 

Holdups dopped 13 per cent, grand 
larceny cases 12 per cent and busi- 
ness burglaries 29 per cent. 

Maj. Lambert pointed out many 
house burglaries were made easy 
by insecure premises, due to the 
carelessness and apathy of the res- 
idents. “Embezzlement, typical of 
the so-called white-collar group, is 
invariably an inside job, easy to 
execute and in most cases there is 
no fear of prosecution,” he said. 
Gambling was the chief factor in 
that type of crime, he edded. 

“Forgery, showing an increase of 
16 per cent is a sign of the times,” 
he said. “The desire for easy 
money, keen competition and will- 
ingness of merchants to take a 
chance are responsible. When 
stung, merchants nonchalantly 
charge it up to profit and loss and 
refuse to prosecute.” 

Of 267 automobiles stolen in the 
three-month period, 237 were re- 
covered. In the comparable period 
last year, 295 were stolen and 269 
recovered,

A fugitive from justice, Dixie 
Davis, accompanied by his sweetheart, 
Hope Dare, dodged from city to city, 
seeking to evade arrest. But the arm 
of the law is.long and Dixie and 
George Weinberg were captured in 
their Philadelphia hideout. Davis tells 
about it in this, the twelfth of a 
series of articles on the mobs that 
ruled the New York underworld. 

W supnur Springs, but I was 

restless, I needed money and 
I wanted to discuss things with 
George Weinberg. George was in 
Minneapolis. Somebody had given 
him an “okay” to Dave Berman, 
who was running the underworld 
out there. I was keeping in touch 
through Freddie Fisher. By ap- 
pointment I would telephone him 
every few days at his dentist’s of- 
fice in New York. 

Hope wouldn’t let me have 
George join us. She wanted me to 
herself, and she didn’t want to risk 
my being with other fugitives. So 
one day, after talking to Freddie, 
I told her we had to start right out 
for Minneapolis to see George. 
Hope raised the devil. She had 
just spent $6 for 76 jars of pre- 
serves, a real bargain, and it near- 
ly broke her heart to have to leave 
that stuff behind. When we load- 
ed the car she insisted on bringing 
along a new chicken roaster. Hope 
was all for the domestic life. 

Once we were on the road again 
tension returned. I insisted on 
driving, for Hope had been giving 
me lessons in the three-acre grass 
plot behind our cottage, and after 
a few miles I thought I was an ex- 
pert. A fast car is good food for 
the ego. I was tearing along a 
concrete road at 75 miles an hour, 
jubilant, when I saw two motor- 
cycle cops coming toward me. I 
jammed on the brakes, the car 
reeled, and crashed into the bridge 
abutment. 

I sat there trembling. Those 
cops, I was sure, were coming for 
me. But then all was quiet. They 
were piloting a funeral procession 
and they went right on, paying no 
attention. We discovered that we 
had only crumpled a fender and 
we drove on, with Hope at the 
wheel. 

As soon as we hit Indianapolis 
I went straight to the State office 
building. I said I was Robert

‘Gleason of New Jersey, and had 


lost my license. The fellow be- 
hind the wicket said it would take 
two days to get a new one, but 
I put up a terrific argument. Fi- 
nally he excused himself, said he 
had to go to the men’s room. So 
I followed him there, slipped him 
10 bucks, and in 15 minutes I was 
merrily on my way again, a li- 
censed driver. 

In Minneapolis we went to the 
King Cole Hotel, where we met 
George. He was negotiating with 
Dave Berman and Willie Alde, who 
ran a night club there, about start- 
ing a policy bank. We stayed there 
for three weeks. 

There was a roller-skating mara- 
thon at an auditorium near the ho- 
tel, and I spent most of my eve- 
nings there with Dave and Willie. 
Hope stayed home knitting and 
reading. During the months we 
were on the lam she knit six sweat- 
ers for me, about a dozen women’s 
bed jackets, and two baby suits. 
She read Anthony Adverse, and 
Gone with the Wind, and Ludwig’s 
Napoleon, and Hawthorne's Scarlet 
Letter. There was so much time to 
kill. 

Freddie Fisher flew out to Min- 
neapolis to tell me all the news. 
We were trying to raise money to 
finance the appeals of the restau- 
rant racketeers. At least I was 
trying. I was broke myself, living 
on borrowed money. But I sent

word back to my mother to sell 
her jewelry. She sold $4500 worth 
of diamonds for $1500 and I turned 
over the money to Dave Paley, a 
lawyer. He put the money in his 
bank account and three days later 
he dropped dead. That’s the kind 
of luck we were playing in. 

In early September, Hope and I 
drove to Chicago and registered at 
the Lake Shore Drive Hotel. There 
were posters that Rubinoff was 
there with his violin, and that gave 
us the jitters, for we knew Rubin- 
off very well. That afternoon we 
went to the movies, and in the 
middle of it I went out to tele- 
phone Sam Grossman in New York. 
In a few minutes I came back and 
got Hope. 

“Come one,” I said.

“Dick, we’ve got to see the end 
of this picture,” she insisted, but 
I dragged her away. She was brok- 
en hearted, almost crying, as we 
left, because the picture was so 
good.

We met Sam Grossman in Phila- 
delphia two days later, at the Ho- 
tel Wellington. He had some money 
for me which he had borrowed 
from a Shylock, and I certainly 
needed it. That night Hope and I 
went up North Bond street to the 
famous night club of Benny the 
Bum. 

Benny insisted that Hope and I 
stay at his house, and we did for 
several days. I made a hit with 
his kids by telling them I was the 
owner of the Club Trocadero, loca- 
tion unspecified. They thought 
anybody in their dad’s business 
must be okay.

“We've got 
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Atlantic City with Benny’s wife 
nd two kids, and rented an 
apartment near the boardwalk. We 
had a lot of fun with the children, 
riding bicycles and playing on the 
beach every day. But then came a 
rumor I had been seen there, and 
we ducked in a hurry back to 
Philadelphia. 

Hope found us a little two-room 
apartment at Forty-eighth street 
and Osage avenue, and we bought 
furniture on time and settled down 
to wait out the tension of the New 
York campaign. We even made 
some friends, through Benny the 
Bum, and had some social life. For 
a while we sublet the apartment 
and took a little house at Wayne, 
a suburb of Philadelphia. 

After the disastrous shock of the 
election, trouble came fast. The 
Appellate Division in New York re- 
jected its referee’s report and dis- 
barred me because I was a fugi- 
tive from justice. And my money 
was running out. 

Early in January, Freddie Fisher 
brought Jimmy Hines down to see 
me. We met in the house of an 
acquaintance in the neighborhood. 
I had been trying to get a World's 
Fair concession for a fellow in New 
York, so that I could have a little 
income, Hines said he hadn’t been 
able to get it, but he promised that 
if the constitutional amendment in 
New York went through for pari- 
mutuel racing, he would get me a 
cut on a track that was to open in 
Westchester County. 

Then we talked about my sur- 
rendering. I still figured that 
Hines might be able to make a deal 
with Dewey through some of his 
Republican friends, so I would get 
a light sentence. Hines said he 
thought he could do it, and prom- 
ised to try, but I don’t believe he 
ever did a thing about it. 


But the one big memory I have 
of that talk is money. In five 
years, out of my own funds, I had 
given Hines a fortune. During our 
last months in New York, I was 
broke and I borrowed money to 
give to him. But now I had $12.50 


. FTER a few days we went to 


in my pocket and couldn’t pay the 


rent. I told him so, but he didn’t 
even offer to lend me 50 bucks! 

It was plain I had to tely on my 
own ingenuity. I had met a stock- 
ing manufacturer who was heavily 
overstocked, and I thought up a 
scheme to sell the stockings over 
the radio by a kind of chain-letter 
plan. We got busy on it, and that 
was where I met my fate. I 
thought I could conceal my iden- 
tity, but I couldn’t. Somebody 
turned me in to Dewey’s office for 
the $5000 reward. I believe it was 
somebody who was in on that radio 
deal, but nobody will admit it. 
Deweys’ office kept the man’s 
identity a dead secret. 

On the night of Feb. 2, 1938, 
George Weinberg was visiting with 
us, sleeping on the day bed in the 
living room. In the dead of night 
he came and shook my shoulder, 
waking me up. 

“Somebody’s knocking at the 

door,” he said. “They say they’re 
cops.” 
I got up and put on a dressing 
gown. George and I looked at each 
other in fatalistic silence. Then I 
went and opened the door. 


I looked into the wobbling muz- 
zles of a lot of guns.

Behind them 
I recognized two others, my old ad- 
versaries, Detectives Canavan and 
Cashman.
